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On May 18 in the House of Lords, Lord Brockway raised the question to 
government spokesman Lord Wells-Pestell about the sale of US Military 
Manuals giving explicit details on the manufacture of home-made bombs 
and incendiary devices (Searchlight No. 23) amongst racist and fascist or- 
ganisations. 

He asked the Minister if he did not think that it was dangerous that such 
books were available. 

The Minister replied that “‘it is a fact that, in normal technical books on 
explosives and explosive techniques, all the available information is already 
available”. 

This really will not do. We seem to remember the uproar over the sale of 
the “Anarchists Cook Book”, and wonder why the different attitude to 
similar publications in the Extreme Right. 

It is an attitude that reflects the profound difference of the courts to- 
wards fascists and anti-fascists, and the growing concern of what appears 
to be the lack of determination by the police to protect victims of racial 
violence. There are now far too many incidents to shrug this feeling off as 
biased. 

Following the National Front demonstration on April 23 a group of 
fascists assualted some counter-demonstrators on an underground train, 
they were detained by the other people in the compartment and the police 
were called. They were subsequently fined £10.50 each; 

Yet two years ago a Trades Unionist was fined £260 altogether for 
painting anti-rascist slogans on Chelsea Town Hall. 

A few weeks ago in London a Nigerian student was violently assaulted 
by racist thugs wielding chair legs and as a result had both arms broken and 
lacerations on his head. A bus driver who went to his aid was also badly 
beaten and his wife attacked. When the police arrived they were told one of 
the attackers was in the pub and he was identified. No arrest was made and 
as we go to press no charges have been prefered. 

On the eve of poll in Leeds members of the British National Party dres- 
sed in brown shirts, black ties with swastika badges and black drill trousers 
(in other words illegally dressed in uniform) attacked Labour and Comm- 
unist Party members outside a pub and three of them were taken to hos- 
pital. Despite the fact BNP members are well known to the authorities 
in Leeds (they may be violent but there are not all that many of them), no 
one has yet been charged. 

The Tottenham Law Centre was broken into and literally torn apart — 
no one has been charged. 

An Asian driving his car in Wembley was waved down by a group of 
whites, when he tried to carry on he was shot in the eye by one of the ra- 
cist thugs who had an air pistol — no one has been charged. 

The continued, almost arrogant, increase in violence against the Black 
and Asian communities, and the new Nationality Act are two sides of the 
same coin. The former is open rampant and crude racism meted out by the 
thug elements, and the latter is a more refined form of institutionalised 
racism. 

But as we have pointed out on a number of occasions, the precedents es- 
tablished at Nuremberg, gives minorities who are subjected to continued 
racist violence the right to defend themselves against such aggression. 

The responsible authorities cannot go on turning a blind eye to what is 
going on. Failure to act, and act swiftly, against racial violence can only 
lead to a situation that will take years to retrieve. 


Protests as Racist 
Heads Manchester Athletics 


A great deal of concern has been ex- 
pressed over the discovery that the 
secretary of the Greater Manchester 
County Amateur Athletic Associ- 
ation (GMCAAA) is none other than 
Walter Hesketh, the well known 
Mosleyite. 

During the 1960s he stood as a 

candidate for Sir Oswald Mosley’s 
British Union Movement and at that 
time advocated that if they came to 
power they would “spend £11 mil- 
lion to send home all coloured im- 
migrants who had come to Britain 
since 1945”’. His agent, Max Mosley, 
said “‘you wouldn’t call it deport- 
ation, they would just be told to 
go”’. 
In 1962 Hesketh created a rum- 
pus in a police station and told the 
police that he was “‘in a position to 
bring 100 men here to tear the place 
apart if necessary, to find the guns’’. 
He was subsequently found guilty of 
maliciously damaging a police sta- 
tion. 

His name was linked with the for- 
mation of an organisation called 
CARN (Campaign for Action for 
Relief of Need) in 1970, which fiel- 
ded candidates in the Manchester 
council elections in a blaze of pub- 
licity. The organisation was delib- 
erately set up to appear to be a mil- 
tant Black Power movement but was 
later found to be an extreme right 
wing set up. 

Although Hesketh denied being 
involved, even though it was proved 
that he was present at every meeting 
and press conference they held, the 
Manchester press regarded his de- 
nials with sceptisism. 

The issue has become important 
for athletics in the area since al- 
though up till now the Greater Man- 
chester Council have not sponsored 
adult athletics, because there has not 
been a country athletic association 
in the area, with the formation of 
the GMCAAA there could well now 
be large sums of money available. 


According to the Salford Cham- 
pion these facts have caused deep 
concern in athletic circles and they 
quote Salford Harriers secretary 
Geoff Doggett as saying that 
“some of our members are alarmed 
that Walter Hesketh is secretary of 
the Greater Manchester 3As. With 
his involvement in a group like the 
British Union Movement they feel 
that if he had influence in team sel- 
ection he might be biased against 
coloured athletes’. 


FASCISM AND SPORT?

A letter has been circulated by 
the secretaries of a number of or- 
ganisations in which they point out 
that Hesketh’s organisation had ap- 
plied to the Northern Counties 
AAA for recognition, and they call 
for protests to that body.

CLERGY AGAINST THE FRONT 


Every month brings fresh examples of the growing involvement of Christians speaking out through the Church or 
groups of clergymen against racism and fascism. This month is no exception. 

We have received a copy of a document that was put out before the recent elections which we feel is worth- 
while reproducing. 


CHRISTIANS OPPOSE RACIST WTE-CATCHING 

Ten clergymen in the Manchester diocese met to-day (April 21st), 
alarmed by the racialist ideas being canvassed in the Greater Manchester 
County Council elections. The following statement was agreed : 

"As Christians we are disgusted by the propaganda put out on behalf 
of some candidates in the Greater Manchester County elections, which is 
both misleading and vicious. Our national ills will not be cured by 
removing black citizens of immigrant origin. The causes of inadequate 
housing and educational priority areas were with us long before it was 
government policy to encourage commonwealth immigrants to come to these 
islands to do the jobs, which we the host community were reluctant to 
undertake. Such propaganda is calculated to stop the slow growth of 
harmonious community relations in this country, and so will fulfil its 
own prophecy of urban violence. 

Political movements, such as the National Front, like to appeal to 
the patriotism which won the last war. On the contrary their message 
echoes the language of Hitler, which caused the deaths of millions of our 
brothers and sisters, Allied and Axis, Jew and Gentile, black and white. 
We urge all those who claim to be Christians not to vote for candidates 


supporting such policies."

Surrey Church leaders have also condemned the National Front. At a meeting of the Diocese of Southwark, 
they attacked their policies as “‘unethical and against the ideals of a christian community”’. 

The motion was moved by the Bishop of Woolwich and supported by the Bishops of Kingston and Southwark. 

Rev. John Collett of Reigate endorsed the resolution and said, ‘““The National Front is a fascist movement. They 
represent racial discrimination and God says all men are equal whatever their colour or religion’’. 
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THE KKK ‘PRANK’ 
AND THE 


KKK REALITY 


The first of six US airmen of the 
48th Tactical Fighter Command 
based at Lakenheath, Surrey, to go 
on trial; Airman First Class Henry 
Hooper, was found guilty for his 
part in burning a Ku Klux Klan 
cross during the base’s Black His- 
tory Week which took place in Feb- 
ruary 1976. He was reduced to the 
ranks and given a bad conduct dis- 
charge. 

During the course of the trial it 
was claimed that Hooper and his 
friends had only engaged in a child- 
ish prank, and the prosecution ac- 
cepted that there was no KKK pres- 
ence on the base or any such con- 
tacts with the accused. 

That may well be the accepted 
story at Lakenheath but there is no 
disputing the position on a number 
of Marine bases in the USA. 

At the camp Pendleton Marine 
Base 10 Black Marines face charges 
of criminal assault against 6 white 
Marines. The alleged assaults which 
took place on November 13 1976 
were the result of a week of racial 
attacks on Blacks that were KKK or- 
ganised. 

There had been a fight in the mess 
hall, another on a Pendleton bus, 
and threats of attacks by whites in 
which it was claimed “‘all hell would 
be let loose’. Before these attacks 
took place a group of Marines openly 
wearing KKK insignias had distrib- 
uted Klan literature which included 
leaflets headed ‘White Man Wake 
Up” and stickers with crude caric- 
atures of a Jew, a Black and a Chic- 
ano and the slogan — ‘“‘Beware! We 
want your jobs. We want your 


homes. We want your country”. 

If Searchlight readers find those 
particular words familiar it’s because 
those same stickers have been widely 
used in this country but bearing the 
faces of three Sikhs (see photograph 
on page 13), whilst the leaflet refered 
to has been distributed by various 
racist organisations which gives fur- 
ther emphasis to the points made 
about International co-operation in 
our article in this issue — ‘The Link’. 

As a result of these activities the 
Commander of Pendleton Marine 
Base ordered an enquiry into the 
incidents which resulted in a 600 
page document being compiled of 
the KKK influence on the base. 

This document revealed a cam 
paign of hate involving harassment, 
beatings of Black Marines, arson of 
homes and cars of Black personnel, 
fire-bombing of a Black social ser- 
vice agency and the widespread dis- 
tribution of racist literature attack- 
ing Jews and Chicanos in addition 
to Blacks. 

The report which was based on 
interviews with military personnel, 
police reports and FBI files, showed 
a whole series of illegal acts, both 
on and off the base by Klan mem- 
bers and revealed that because of the 
failure by the base authorities to 
take firm action against racist pro- 
vocations, the Black servicemen had 
threatened to take reprisals prior to 
the alleged assault. 

Klan actions had included the fol- 
lowing. 

* Fire-bombing of the van of a 

Black ex-marine and his white 

wife in Oceanside. 


* Cross burnings in the same area. 

* Slashing of the tyres of 5 cars 
owned by Black Marines and the 
Wiring up of others to catch fire. 

* Fire-bombing of the nearby 
Oceanside Urban League Office 
with Molotov cocktails. 


Sgt. Randal Clouse was named as 
the Klan leader on the Pendleton 
base and he told the investigators 
that they had followed a three point 
plan. 


1.To use any pretext to put any 
Black who showed independence 
or militancy “‘on report” to the 
Marine command. 

2. To personally threaten “‘the op- 
position’’. 

3. To carry out “violent vigilante 
action outside base” if other 
forms of intimidation failed. 


Clouse also admitted that he was 
a member of the California State 
Klan and that members of various 
racist organisation had urged him to 
take violent action against Blacks 
on the base. He also claimed that 
the Marine Klan group was in touch 
with the San Diego Nazi Party, the 
National States Right Party and a 
small local group called the White 
Brotherhood. 

The document goes on to mention 
the presence of Klan groups on two 
other bases, Twentynine Palms, Cal- 
ifornia and Okinawa. The former 
béing regarded as a recruiting area. 

All ten Black Marines facing trial 
claim they were entitled to act in 
self defence in the absence of any 
action by the Marine Command to 
protect their rights. 
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FORGERS AT WORK 
IN WARLEY 


During the recent County Council Elections there was quite a stir in Warley when elderly couples and widows 
started to receive what looked like official council letters, telling them that part of their home would be taken 
over to house members of the immigrant community. 

This was needless to say a forgery and very reminiscent of similar letters that went out during the racist cam- 
paign against the Uganda Asians. 

No one was particularly surprised when almost with indecent haste the National Front candidates were distrib- 
uting election material in which the phony letter was one of the key points.

Further evidence comes to hand this 
month of the continued co-oper- 
ation between members of the Nat- 
ional Front and the League of St. 
George. Elsewhere in Searchlight 
(What There Papers Say) we deal 
with the writings of Edwin Craw- 
shaw for the journals of both or- 
ganisations, but we would like to 
look in more detail at the article in 
the May issue of League Review, 
Stetchford — “Marching With The 
NF”. 

Reading the article it is obvious 
why the League Review, which has 
editorially gone on record in support 
of National Socialism, should find 
so much to enthuse over on that 
particular demonstration. 

William Liversedge who wrote 
the article describes the coach trip 
as follows — 


Keyed-up and tense like soldiers 
going into battle, there is excitement 
on board the coach. Some are reading 
intently: Spearheads, NF. News, Thun- 
derbolts, Jewish Chronicles. Papers pass 
from hand to hand. Somehwere in the 
coach a cassette player is recalling bye- 
gone days with German marching 
songs. (our emphasis) 

A large NF branch banner with a black 
NF symbol in a white roundel on a 
blood-red background hangs from a 
side window. Passing motorists gaze 
with a_ stricken look as they overtake 
USis 

A car full of Asians stare unbelieving 
at the Union Jack Flags in the rear win- 
dow, their puzzled stare turns to terror 
as aggresive faces stare back and fists 
are shaken at them, and they pass by 
out of harms way. 


The same pre-occupation wiih 
things military reflects itself in his 
comments of the march. ‘Many an 
old soldier must have smiled wist- 
fully at the sight of dozens of Union 
Jack flags, marching feet and mili- 
tary music’. 

The meeting that followed in a 
local school hall was even more re- 
vealing since it would appear that 
some of the speakers got somewhat 

carried away by the occasion. 
' Describing the scene in the hall, 
League Review points out that ‘con- 
spicuous near the platform were 
members of the French Front Nat- 
ional who had come specially to 
join in the march and rally’. 
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Andrew Brons NF candidate for 
Stechford, and formerly a member 
of the National Socialist Movement, 
started off an epidemic of quo- 
tations by concluding his speech by 
quoting from Belloc... “‘I wept, for 
I longed to see him hanged”. . . Liv- 
ersedge queries if he was refering to 
the late Home Secretary. 

The new President of the Nat- 
ional Front, John Harrison-Broadley 
(see Searchlight 24) took his cue 
from Brons and gave his attentive 
audience something to stamp and 
cheer about with his rendering from 
G. K. Chesterton: “How odd of God 
to choose the Jews”. On Search- 
light’s tape of the meeting it was a 
sentiment greeted with a roar of 
acclaim. 

Not to be outdone by the 
rapturous reception the previous 
speakers had received, particularly 
Andrew Fountaine who was des- 
cribed as . . . ‘being really plugged 
in to the mood of his audience’. . . 
John Tyndall soon warmed up to 
his favourite theme. Here’s how 
Liversedge describes it.

John Tyndall at the climax of his 

speech lifted the decibels higher with 

his condemnation of Communism and 
his identification of its driving-force as 
being ‘Gentlemen of the Tribe of 

Israel’’. 

This open support for the Nat- 
ional Front has brought swift con- 
demnation by the British Movement 
whose members have long played 
an active role in the league of St. 
George. 

“The League’s latest review is 
from beginning to end a sycho- 
phantic adulation of the National 
Front which they claim proscribes 
the League. What a strange attitude! 
Here we have their supposed en- 
emies being given full publicity and 
promotion. BM members who hold 
membership of the League are ad- 
vised that such membership is now 
regarded in the same light as mem- 
bership in the Front itself”. 

Now that’s a tongue in cheek 
thing to say.

German Neo-Nazi Roeder 
Found Guilty of 


_Defaming Dead Member 
_ of the Resistance 





According to the West German 
weekly Die Zeit the notorious Ger- 
man fascist and ex-lawyer Manfred 
Roeder, whom a lawyers’ court of 
honour recently had banned from 
all legal practice, has been found 
guilty of “defaming the memory of 
a deceased person” and fined 
DM5.000 (approx. £1.111) by a 
Heilbronn court. 

Roeder had, in a letter to the ed- 
itor of Heilbronner Stimme, called 
Dietrich Bonhoeffer, D.D., member 
of the resistance in the “Third 
Reich” who, a few days before the 
end of the war, was executed in 
Flossenburg concentration camp, 
“an infamous traitor of the father- 
land” who co-operated with the 
British secret service for the decline 
of the German nation” and “‘unfor- 
tunately had been caught too late’’. 

Roeder as well as the three co- 
plaintiffs, Bonhoeffer’s sisters, each 
lodged an appeal against the verdict, 
and now a chamber for criminal 
cases of the superior court has to 
deal with the shameless slander. 

The Heilbronn procedure is not 
the only one against Roeder. He 
had been fined DM3.000 (approx. 


£600) by the Flensburg court for 
contravention of the law in respect 
of meetings by convening a “‘reich- 
stag at Flensburg’. There his fol- 
lowers had burnt a British and an 
American flag ‘as a demonstration. 
There is another case pending at 
the Frankfurt court against Roeder. 
He had, in the preface of the libel- 
lous pamphlet ‘ The Auschwitz Lie” 
denied the existence of gas-chambers 
in concentration-camps and the 
mass-murder of Jews and reports 
about them as “‘invention” of ‘‘a 
Jewish world-conspiracy against the 
German people”’. 

There is also a case with “‘attemp- 
ted duresse against a constitutional 
organ”’ pending against Roeder at 
the Frankfurt Superior Court. He 
had attempted to force the Minister- 
President of the Rhenish Palatinate 
to grant a reprieve to a nazi-criminal. 

In the Heilbronn slander-case 
Roeder refused to answer the ques- 
tions of the co-plaintiffs’ legal aid, 
the former Federal Judge Fabian von, 
Schlabrendorff, about the duresse 
case. He refused to speak to the 
barrister who together with Dietrich 
Bonhoeffer and others of the resis- 


tance, had been a prisoner of the 
Gestapo and in Flossenburg concen- 
tration camp. 

Roeder is founder and “‘leader’ 
of the fascist ‘‘German Citizens’ 
Initiative”, and the federal pros- 
ecutor’s researches in the Frankfurt 
duresse-case revealed that organ- 
isation can count on monthly gifts 
of DM9.000 (approx. £2.000). Roe- 
der refused to tell where the gifts 
came from, but he admitted that he. 
as business-manager of the ‘‘German 
Citizens’ Initiative’, has trunk-calls 
with South-Africa and the United 
States. He said his own economic 
subsistence consists of an allowance 
for official expenses and an income 
from “market-gardening” in Sch- 
warzenborn (Upper Hesse). 

Barrister Fabian von Schlabren- 
dorff was not satisfied that in these 
procedures, besides the insults and 
the slander, the question of justice 
for the fighters of the resistance like 
Dietrich Bonhoeffer and his friends 
had been answered. He has already 
applied for revision to the Superior 
Provincial Court in Stuttgart, hoping 
for a clearer decision.

THE LINK 


Last month we gave details of Fas- 
cist and Racist organisations in the 
USA and what is equally interesting 
is the extent to which they co-op- 
erate with similar organisations in 
Britain and Europe. 

Despite the differences between 
the fascist organisations in Britain, 
some of which seem more contrived 
than real, evidence keeps coming to 
light of areas of co-operation, and 
occasions on which representatives 
from every party seem to get to- 
gether. 

We have frequently exposed the 
activities of members of the Nat- 
ional Front in the League of St. 
.George, an organisation which was

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personally attacked by Martin Web- 
ster and denounced for its contacts 
with column 88, and declared a pro- 
scribed organisation to NF members 
as long ago as October 1975. 

Its not only members of the 
Front that feature prominently in 
the activities of the League of St. 
George however, but also leading 
members of British Movement, the 
National Party, British National 
Party (BNP), Nationalist Socialist 
Party, WACL (World Anti-Commu- 
nist League) representative Lady 
Birdwood, who have been in atten- 
dance to hear the prominent fascists 
from Europe or the USA. On other 
occasions selected members of the

above organisations attend League 
camps in various parts of the country 
and invariably they meet members 
from one or other of the European 
fascist organisations. 

Another example of this ‘across 
the board’ co-operation was the 
meeting held in Trafalgar Square on 
April 24 1976, which was organised 
by a committee under the leader- 
ship of Lady Birdwood and suppor- 
ted by members of the following or- 
ganisations — League of St. George, 
British Movement, National Party, 
National Front, Centre Party, British 
National Party and Column 88.

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This however was chickenfeed 
compared to the get together that 
took place when leading members 
from practically every fascist organ- 
isation in Europe and the USA as- 
sembled at the annual rally at Diks- 
muide in Flanders, Belgium, July 4 
1976. That really was the gathering 
of the clans. 

From the USA there was Dr. 
Fields of the States Right Party, 
Dr. Warner editor of Christian Van- 
guard, David Dukes of the KKK, 
Attorney J. B. Stoner, Gerhard 
Lauck, NSDAP-AO, the German 
contingent included leading mem- 
bers of Dr. Manfred Roeder’s neo- 
Nazi Deutsche  Burgerinitiative, 
from Holland the fascist Volks Unie, 
the Norsk Front from Norway, rep- 
resentatives from the fascist MSI of 
Italy the Mexican Nazi Party, and 
delegates from Austria. 

The British contingent was very 
representative of all sections of the 
fascist movement. Eddie Morrison 
from the BNP, Michael McLaughlan 
and the prison officer Brian Baldwin 
from the British Movement (Bald- 
win is now in the BNP); Donald 
Mudie and Ray Sweetman from the 
National Socialist Party UK; Keith 
Thompson, Mike Griffin, Della 
Aleksander from the League of St. 
George; Sonia Hochfelder of the 
National Party (she has since then 
joined and left the Front); and there 
were also a number of National 
Front members including, according 
to our information, Ian Souter Clar- 
ence and Don Sawyer.

Most of the organisations we have 
mentioned went as guests of the 
VMO (the Flemish Militant Order), 
some of whose leaders fought on 
the Eastern Front with the Germans 
in the last war. 

In the discussions that took place 
between the organisations the New 
Orleans conference was finalised to 
take place and invitations extended 
to delegates to attend. 

Shortly after the Diksmuide gath- 
ering members of the Norwegian 
Norsk Front visited the National 
Front headquarters in Teddington 
and the NF have also established 
close working relations with the 
Front National of France. The Nat- 
ional Front likes to pretend that it 
doesn’t have these links but interest-

ingly enough Searchlight recently 
came across a couple of photographs 
of the literature stall at the rally or- 
ganised in West Germany by the 
neo-Nazi Deutsche Burgerinitiative 
on May 8 1976, and very promin- 
ently displayed is Spark, the NF 
student paper, and Spearhead. In 
addition there is literature from the 
National Party and British Move- 
ment. 

What is quite clear is that be- 
neath the organisational differences 
are the hard core of dedicated Nazis 
who’s allegience manifests itself it- 
self repeatedly towards a common 
goal through a number of link or- 
ganisations, whose functions are to 
co-ordinate those of a like ideology. 

This year on July 3 all roads will 
once again lead to Diksmuide and 
the jackbooted minions will once 
again be pointing their feet in the 
same direction. 

We have also two further doc- 
uments that clearly indicate the de- 
gree of international liason. One 
from the neo-Nazi NPD in Germany 
which has Kingsly Read’s name 
down as a speaker. He was at the 
time NP chairman and was refused 
permission to go when the news 
leaked out. The otheris a document 
from the New Christian Crusade 
Church, USA. They are the pub- 
lishers of Christian Vanguard and are 
closely linked with the KKK. 
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Its conspiracy month in the Fascist 
press. Two conspiracies, in fact: one 
being the lunatic fantasy of a World 
Plan for Jewish domination, the 
other evidence of very real alliances 
being cemented between the “re- 
spectable” and the openly-Hitlerite 
Right. 

Let us start with the Beacon, the 
National Party’s pathetic attempt 
to create a sub-cultural “front” 
journal. We say pathetic, not merely 
referring to the contents. Because 
if issue two is supposed to conceal 
the true nature of the NP, then it 
fails lamentably. 

In fact, Beacon is a great deal 
more honest and open than the NP’s 
overt paper Britain First. Here are 
anti-semitic articles so long, repet- 
itive and paranoid that they would 
grace the columns of the NF’s 
Spearhead (to which the layout and 
print-style and indeed size of Beacon 
bears a marked similarity). A long 
article on the “‘Media Masters”, for 
example, lists Jewish name after 
Jewish name in its schema to expose 
the supposed Zionist conspiracy. 
Sometimes, we have coy euphem- 
isms to describe Beacon’s victims 
(“cosmopolitan’, “alien”, “immi- 
grant East End stock”’ and even, sig- 
nificantly, ‘“‘un-British” and “un- 
German’). Sometimes the word 
Jew slips past the sub-Editor’s 
eagle eye. 

And this anti-semitic listing (for 
what purpose?) is not restricted to 
our shores. President Carter’s ad- 
ministration is also given the Jew- 
test by “our American correspon- 


dent” and is not found wanting. 
“Cultural”? Comic Capers 


But all that said, there are indeed 
articles on supposed cultural matters 
in Beacon No. 2. One concerns one 
Robert E. Howard, the author of 
what sound like Celtic pulp-thrillers, 
a sort of Nordic Micky Spillane. 
(The piece is illustrated with crude 
strip-cartoon drawings, in which 
sub-Wagnerian Vikings snarl re- 
marks like: 

“Don’t turn your back on them 
while they’re still in sword-throwing 
range. There’s no more honor in 
them than in a pack of thieving 
jackals”’.) 
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Howard’s ‘“hero’’-figure, appar- 
ently, was one Conan The Cim- 
merian, ‘‘a petty crook, pirate, free- 
booter; mercenary, General and fin- 
ally King’’. Beacon describes this ap- 
pealing fellow as ‘‘a mythical arch- 
type, worthy of admiration and em- 
ulation’’. As well it might. 

In addition to these ravings, we are 
treated to a typewriter-rusting ac- 
count of NP Chairman Kingsley 
Read’s working-class boyhood in 
Blackburn (of which it is perhaps 
kindest to say little) and a rather in- 
teresting editorial about Ecology. 

This leader, illustrated by a pho- 
tograph of a worthy rural crafts- 
man doing something ethnic to a 
piece of wood, promotes the fol- 
owing interesting thought: 

“For too long the ‘Ecology 
Lobby’ has been run by the far-Left, 
who perform intellectual somer- 
saults as they simultaneously cam- 
paign to preserve out ancient buil- 
dings on the one hand and utterly 
destroy our ancient race on the 
other”’. 

Every historical Fascism has 
sought to re-create a mythic past to 
disguise the horror of its real pres- 
ent. For Mussolini it was the Roman 
Empire. Hitler presented the vision 
of an ancient rural Germany of 
Teutonic knights and honest Nordic 
yeomen and their wheel-spinning 
wench-folk. Could it be that the 
National Party sees in the more 
lunatic nostalgia of our own ethnic 
communards a future source of 
ideological infiltration?

And so to the April edition of the 
NF’s mag Spearhead, and, thank the 
good Lord, the final end of John 
Tyndall’s unending eight-part saga: 
‘British Defence Time For New 
Thinking’. We have pointed out in 
this column before that most of the 
previous seven parts were identical 
in all but number, and most of the 
Part Eight is a detailed rehash of 
the fore-going. 

But there are a couple of new 
points that give rise to alarm. One 
concerns Tyndall’s view that wars 
are an inevitable, indeed desirable, 
form of human behaviour (c.f. Mein

Kampf: “Mankind has grown great 
in eternal struggle, and only in eter- 
nal peace will it perish’). Tyndall 
justifies this opinion in a quotation 
from Correlli Barnett’s book, Britain 
and her Army, thus: 
Conflict between tribal and social 
groups and nations constitutes the es- 
sential human condition .. . Peace and 
war in history flow continually in and 
out of each other. . . Policy may shade 
all the way from trade and diplomatic 
rivalry through indirect conflict and 
limited war to total war; the distinc- 
tions are of degree, not kind. 


Now, bearing in mind the ease 
with which Mr. Barnett proposes 
landing us in total war, read this 
from Field Marshall Ide Tyndall: 


For survival in the nuclear age Britain 
must first of all be in a position to pro- 
duce and man independently enough 
nuclear force to be able to destroy 
the 20 or so main urban centres of 
any country in a first strike. Then she 
must have leaders able to demonstrate 
the will to use this force even at the 
risk of the total destruction of our own 
country. 


But, of course, having us all blown 
up is along-term Tyndallian object- 
ive. Before then, he proposes the 
total militarisation of British life. 
“The proper military institutions”, 
he says, “‘cannot possibly be main- 
tained in isolation from the national 
life as a whole’. Because of this, 
“some sort of conscript system is 
obviously necessary”, but even be- 
fore that ‘“‘the foundations of mili- 
tary training and outlook must first 
be laid in the schools and enforced 
by every other influence in the lives 
of our youth”’. 

But, even more interestingly: 


The other respect in which politics 
touches vitally upon all military en- 
deavour. Again, what might seem ele- 
mentary has not been so in the modern 
history of our country. We have fought 
wars at immense cost to ourselves for 

no object beyond the pursuit of a 

purely ‘moral’ objective, e.g. the des- 

truction of foreign tyrannies, real or 
imagined. 

Now for the answer to the ob- 
vious question, let us turn a page or 
two to find Edwin Crawshaw’s ar- 
ticle ‘‘Behind the Seizure of Russia”’. 
Let us pass over the quotation by 
Churchill claiming that “this world- 


wide conspiracy for the overthow of 
civilisation”’ was inspired by ‘“‘Jew- 
ish leaders’’. Let us ignore, pro tem, 
the extraordinary definition of the 
Tsarist regime as “‘the herald of a 
twentieth century renaissance’’. Let 
us ignore the predictable and boring 
anecdotes of Wall St. financing of 
the Bolshevik revolution. Let us in- 
stead read, mark and inwardly digest 
the following: 


Not until Germany threatened to snuff- 
out the life from the Bolshevik beast 
did the forces of the West unite and 
start fighting in deadly earnest; a life 
and death struggle of maternal sac- 
tificial zeal, protective and malevolent 
in the extreme towards this threat of 
political and military infanticide: the 
attempt to slay the communist Triffid 
once and for all . .. The same Wall St. 
interests who financed its’? (Russia’s 
“seizure now control it, develop it 
and exploit it. And to -think that Hitler 
nearly stole it from them’’. 


So all is clear. Tyndall is fibbing. 
He doesn’t actually mean that the 
Second World War was a waste of 
time, a conflict with “no object”. 
He doesn’t think we were wrong to 
fight it. He just thinks we were 
wrong to fight it on our side. 


* * * 


Mr. Crawhsaw’s convuluted prose, as 
quoted above, takes some working 
out. Not so his much clearer piece 
in the May edition of the League of 
St. George’s paper League Review, 
in praise of Winifred Wagner. this 
is pleasingly free of ambinguity: 


It has become fashionable for Germans 
who knew Hitler to speak ill of him, 
for mean or trendy motives, or to kéep 
on the right side of the post-war author- 
ities. It’s refreshing therefore to find 
an Englishwoman, the widow of 
Richard Wagner’s son Siegfried, spea- 
king without hesitation or a shadow of 
guilt about Hitler as a family friend. 


Particularly as, according to Ms. 
Wagner, “in no way whatsoever was 
Hitler to be blamed for any atroc- 
ities that might have occured”’ dur- 
ing the Third Reich. 

The atrocities that may have oc- 
cured refers to the murder of ten 
million Jews and others, ordered by 
Hitler himself.

A puzzled frown is, we are sure, al- 
ready passing across the faces of 
our readers. Are we to believe that 
Mr. Crawshaw writes both for the 
NF’s Spearhead and the League of 


St. George’s Review? Has not, they 
will ask, the NF proscribed the 
League? 

Our readers are right. Howstrange. 
How even stranger to find, through- 
out the Review, praise, succour and 
sustenance for the National Front: 
an attack on “‘muck-raking against 
the patriotic right in general and 
the NF in particular”; the statement 
that “the National Front .. . must 
win greater and greater support in 
the months and years ahead’’; and a 
long article from an American Fas- 
cist on the need for Unity On The 
Right. 

For in fact, as is described in more 
detail elsewhere in Searchlight, the 
League and the Front are as thick 
as thieves. And the thickness doesn’t 


stop there’ the same League Review, 


contains an article by Eddy Mor- 
rison, he of the openly-Nazi British 
National Party, whose latest mag 
(British News, March/April) proc- 
laims unambiguously that ‘‘the only 
true revolutionary alternative to the 
present corrupt system” is “‘Nat- 
ional-Socialism’’.

Edwin Crawshaw is not the only 
NF man to be spreading his autho- 
rial favours. A Mr. Kevan Bleach, 
who last wrote for Spearhead in 
April last year, writes the lead 
piece in the April this year issue of 
Candour, the newsletter founded 
by the Front’s first Chairman, A. K. 
Chesterton, and still supporting the 
NF. Mr. Bleach wrote in Spearhead 
in predictable fashion (“just as Com: 
munism and Capitalism ostensibly 
appear to be foes, there is much 
evidence to suggest the existence 
of a financial power superior to 
them’’). In Candour he covers old 
ground on this conspiracy theory, 
but is a little more open about his 
source. 


He concludes: 

So there we have it: The Super-Gov- 
ernment Administration, first envisaged 
seventy years ago in that mysterious 
document unearthed by Sergyei Nilus, 
monopolising financial, strategical, eco- 
nomic and political power. 

So what is this “document?” Well, 
it is of course the notorious Tsarist 
forgery, the Protocols of the Elders 
of Zion, aptly described by Norman 
Cohn as the “warrant for genocide’’, 
the most gleaming tool in the Nazi’s 
propaganda armoury, the justifi- 


cation for the slaughter of the death 
camps of Hitler’s Germany. That’s 
what it is. Why isn’t Kevin Bleach — 
in Spearhead or Candour — brave 
enough to say so?

The Protocols bring us back to the 
National Party, and an extraor- 
dinary publication produced in their 
support from Birkenhead. The dup- 
licated journal is called The Helm- 
sman, and makesit clear that it, too, 
supports the Protocols’ vile slanders: 
“Sinister men, sometimes Jewish, 
sometimes not, working for the final 
aim — toenslave the world. The Pro- 
tocols of the Elders of Zion are out- 
shined’’. 

This has a paranoid feel, and this 
is reflected throughout the Helms- 
man, which seems to be the product 
of a more-than-usually diseased 
mind. Interestingly, there is little 
or nothing about the blacks, but a 
great deal of mouth-foaming stuff 
about “The Damning Evil of Usury”. 
There are also some rather strange 
attacks on the NP itself, talk of its 
having failed, of the Devil having en- 
tered in, a list of gossipy and often 
obscure statements about individ- 
uals, which it would take a psychia- 
trist to unravel: Suffice it, therefore, 
to quote a little of its editorial, to 
give our readers some idea of the 
journal’s tone (the capital letters 
are theirs): 


“THIS WILL BECOME THE 
HARDEST HITTING, THE MOST 
VIRILE OF THE POLITICAL 
MAGAZINES OF THIS CENTURY. 
VERY FEW YET REALISE, THE 
TERRIBLE DANGERS'- THAT 
FACE GREAT BRITAIN: HENCE 
THERE MUST BE NO LONGER 
ANY HOLDING BACK OF THE 
TRUE FACTS APPERTAINING 
TO THE FUTURE AS REGARDS 
THIS COUNTRY . A NEW 
SPIRIT WILL SWEEP ACROSS 
BRITAIN, IT IS OF THE WILL OF 
GOD — THAT WE SAVE BRITAIN. 
OUT OF THE DEEPEST HIS— 
TORICAL NECESSITY OUR 
PARTY HAS BEEN EVOKED ... 
THE VOICE OF HIGH DESTINY 
CALLS TO US — TO SAVE OUR 
CHILDREN FROM THE TER- 
RIBLE APOCALYPTIC HOUR 
THAT NOW MENACES US”.

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NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Tower Hamlets Labour Party — 
Victim of Violence 

Attacks have been made by racia- 
list on the headquarters of Tower 
Hamlets Labour Party as part of a 
hate campaign. 

The windows of the building, in 
Cambridge Heath Road, were smash- 
ed in February. On April 20 the 
front of the building was found to 
be covered in slogans celebrating 
Hitler’s birthday. 

More recently a .22 bullet was 
fired through one of the windows, a 
milk bottle was hurled through the 
window of the treasurer’s house, 
then the windows of their West 
India Dock Road office were 
smashed. 

The hate campaign is thought to 
be raging because the party recently 
asked the Director of Public pros- 
ecutions to prosecute the National 
Front for allegedly inciting racial 
hatred in the area. 

Party agent Bob Searle said, 
“‘We’ve been using the Jewish Board 
of Deputies leaflet and the Front 
hate it’’. 

Bob Searle has experienced vio- 
lence before, about three years ago 
an intruder broke three of his teeth, 
split his nose and smashed his glasses.

National Front Thuggery In East 
Lewisham 

Physical intimidation was used as 
part of the National Front campaign 
in East Lewisham. 

National Front member Barry 
Roberts, 21, was arrested outside 
Grove Park Station on election day 
and charged with willful obstruc- 
tion. 

The police had been called by 
members of the Communist Party 
who had been distributing leaflets 
outside the station when they were 
confronted by the NF. 

Two Communist 
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Party  sup- 


porters, Dennis Walsh and Sharon 
Fowler, have taken out a private 
summons for assault against Rob- 
erts. It will be heard in July. 

Roberts, a pipe fitter, was found 
guilty of obstruction at Greenwich 
and was conditionally discharged 
for six months and charged £5 costs. 

Earlier in the campaign Laurence 
Spicer, Liberal candidate for Lew- 
isham East, was beaten up by Nat- 
ional Front supporters as he deliv- 
ered leaflets in Romborough Way, 
Lewisham. 

He said: “I was delivering on the 
estate and about eight of them came 
along and gave me what I suppose 
they would refer to as a talking to. 

“They called me the usual things 
Liberal bastard, wog lover, traitor, 
then I was knocked down and 
kicked”’. 

Journalist and broadcaster Lau- 
rence Spicer has received a flood of 
obscene telephone calls and threats 
to his family and home since he 
addressed a meeting of Grove Park 
Residents’ Association where Nat- 
ional Front and National Party can- 
didates were present. 

At that time he was subjected to 
a torrent of racist abuse. Mr. Spicer 
said: ‘‘For a party that claims to be 
against violence, their members ap- 
pear to be involved in a fair amount 
of it. 

“The most depressing thing was 
the atmosphere in the hall at the 
time of the count. It was the worst 
I have ever experienced, the Nat- 
ional Front were out to needle me 
and Mike Power, the Communist 
candidate’’.

Mosley Clean-up Campaign 

Few people can be unaware of 
the persistent efforts now going on 
to rehabilitate Oswald Mosley, the 
pre-War Leader of the Hitlerite 
British Union of Fascists and Nat- 


ional Socialists. Letters—particularly 
to the Daily Telegraph and The 
Times—flood in from Mosley and his 
acolytes (including the present 
leader of his ragbag party the “Union 
Movement’’) trying to prove that 
Mosley was Right All Along. 

Now Sanctuary Press—the publi- 
cations group of Union Movement— 
are calling many distinguished peo- 
ple to their aid, in an advertisement 
in the New Statesman (26 May) for 
Mosley’s autobiography My Life. 
Here Michael Foot is quoted des- 
cribing Mosley as a “political gen- 
ius’?:. A; J..P-- Taylor: calls hima 
superb political thinker’, Lord 
Boothby says “he might have been 
a very great Prime Minister’ and 
Harold MacMillan that Mosley had 
“great talents and great strength of 
character’. 

We trust that these gentlemen will 
be co-signing a letter to the New 
Statesman denying these views and 
expressing utter condemnation of 
Mosley and the anti-semitic, racist 
and Fascist view he advocated and 
which are still advocated on his be- 
half by the Union Movement.

More Newspapers Speak Out 
Against Racists 

For some time now the press, 
and in particular the local press, 
have been sharply criticised for their 
role in helping to whip up racist sen- 
timents. In recent months however 
an increasing number of local papers 
have been speaking out. 

Some of them like the Black- 
burn Lancashire Evening Tele- 
graph and The Leicester Mercury, 
have been the subject of perhaps the 
greatest condemnation. So it is grat- 
ifying to report that the Lancashire 
Evening Telegraph did an excellent 
expose of the National Party and its 
KKK and fascist connections and 
the Leicester Mercury came out 


strongly against the Front and all 
it stands for. 

In Haringey, scene of the recent 
clashes between the NF, anti-fascists 
and police, the Hornsey Journal 
came out with a swastika on its 
front page and the headline: ‘Forty 
years on: the evil march of fascism 
fouls our streets”. 

The South East London Mercury 
came out on GLC election day with 
a full front page pleading with the 
electorate to vote against the NF 
and NP, an inside page expose of 
fascism from the 1930s to the pre- 
sent day and black borders on every 
page saying “‘vote against the racia- 
lists”. 

All reporters on the Hackney 
Gazette refused to work, as a matter 
of conscience, rather than write for 
an issue which carried a National 
Front advertisement.

More Trades Councils Organise 
Against Racism 
Southwark . 

Southwark Campaign Against 
Racialism and Fascism (SCARF) 
has been established by a wide range 
of trade unions, political parties and 
community groups. The aims of the 
Campaign are to work for racial har- 
mony in Southwark, to bring to- 
gether anti-racialist organisations 
and individuals, and to campaign 
against racial and fascist organisa- 
tions. 

The inaugural meeting of the 
Campaign, organised by Southwark 
Trades Council, was attended by 99 
delegates from 51 organisations, 
who were addressed by Sid Bidwell 
(MP for Southall), Jock Mac- 
Pherson-Quinn (Chairman, South 
London AUEW), Patrick Kodikara 
(Chairman, Hackney Community 
Relations Council) and a represen- 
tative of Searchlight. 

The meeting elected a steering 
committee which has had two 
meetings. Chairman of SCARF is 
Trades Council secretary Rod Rob- 
ertson, contactable at Lansbury 
House, 41 Camberwell Grove, Lon- 
don SES 8JA. 

Birmingham 

Birmingham Trades Councils 
Action Committee Against Racia- 
lism convened a delegate conference 
on May 14. Amongst the 87 dele- 
gates were representatives of 16 
unions, the Labour Party, Labour 





Party Young Socialists, Arab, Bang- 
ladesh, Indian and Pakistan Workers 
Associations, West Indian organisa- 
tions and the Community Relations 
Council. 

The conference adopted a res- 
olution which contained a guidline 
for a series of activities calculated 
to combat racist ideas at the place 
of work. Particularly emphasised 
was the need to combar racist and 
fascist organisations and the need 
to put pressure on the Tory council 
to stick to the decision to bar racist 
organisations from Civic property, 
taken at a free vote of the council 
two years ago. 

Concern was expressed over the 
fact that the National Front had 
been allowed the use of a school in 
Stechford and that this was against 
the express wish of both the Head 
and the caretaker who was told that 
if he didn’t open the school a relief 
would be sent down who would. 

A report by the National Union 
of Teachers claimed that Tory leader 
Scrimshaw said he was personally 
opposed to letting the Front use 
schools but the police had wanted 
the meeting to go ahead.

NF Election Agent Tears Up 
Ballot Papers 

A remarkable incident took place 
in Sunderland during the count 
when the National Front agent lost 
his temper in a dispute with the Tory 
and Labour agents over spoiled 
papers. 

According to Coun. Joe McGrath, 
the Labour agent, they had been 
examining four spoiled papers and 
had agreed that three were accep- 
table but had rejected the fourth 
which was for a Front candidate. 
The NF agent didn’t agree and sud- 
denly snatched the other ballot 
papers and ripped them up. 

The incident has now been re- 
ferred to the Northumbria Chief 
Constable.

NAFF Eject Protester 

At a meeting to form an Enfield 
branch of the National Association 
For Freedom a protester, Peter 
Lang, was ejected as he tried to read 
from a document which he alleged 
showed that there were contacts be- 


tween NAFF and the CIA. He had 
previously asked about articles in 
the Guardian and Time Out making 
the same point but Norris McWhirter 
denied the allegations pointing out 
that legal action had been taken 
against the papers concerned. 

This apparently didn’t satisfy 
Peter Lang who started to read 
from his own document, but as he 
did so he was escorted from the 
meeting by stewards shouting as he 
went out ““You’ve come to hear a 
group which claims to be for free- 
dom but you’re not prepared to 
listen to what I have to say”. 

With the opposition safely out of 
the way Norris McWhirter then pro- 
ceeded to give us our ‘Saying of the 
month’. 

“The NAFF has no connection 
with the National Front or the Nat- 
ional Party. We are non-political. 

“Tt just happens that many of the 
people on our governing body are 
opposed to the present govern- 
ment”.

The Case of the Selective Memory 


By Lady Diana Mosley Published 
by Hamish Hamilton at £5.30p 


Lady Mosley, appears to suffer 
from the same malaise as her hus- 
band Sir Oswald, that of a selective 
memory. Sir Oswald fails to recall 


his members going on Anti-Jewish 
rampages in the pre-war and im- 
mediate post war years and later on 
carrying out the same savage policies 
towards Black Britons, especially at 
the time of The Notting Hill Race 
Riots in 1959. 

The book is full of boring drivel 
about her years as part of the Mit- 
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ford family and the developing af- 
fection of her sister Unity for one 
Adolf Hitler. Of course she is dis- 
missed as a young foolish girl. 

Then we get down to the lies 
about poor old Adolf he really 
wasn’t a glutton for cream cakes 
and the Jews, well if the rich Jews 
in other parts of the world had paid 
they could have got them out, so it 
was the Jews own fault they ended 
up in the gas chambers and not the 
friendly misunderstood Adolf. 

She claims that when she and the 
eclipsed Blackshirt Leader were de- 
tained under Law 18b during part 
of the second world war, it was 
very nasty at first, but when their 
plight was made known to the 
higher echelons of the British Es- 
tablishment they were moved into 
a flat in the prison that even had a 
small piece of garden, they were 
later released despite massive pro- 
tests from war workers and serving 
servicemen and women. 

Maybe she should have called her 
work No Regrets because she seems 
to have hardly any at all. 

Hitler was a trifle naughty for 
having Ernst Roehm, the Brown- 
shirt leader, and some hundreds of 
his followers murdered. Lady Diana 
thinks at least they should have 
been given a Trial first. Of course 
Hitler had to do it because it was a 
matter of Law and Order in a pos- 
sible Civil War situation. 

Her appearances on TV and 
Radio in recent weeks have done 
nothing to reduce the feeling that 
many of us have had over the years, 
that whilst Mosley’s Anti-Semitism 
was almost certainly based upon 
political opportunist grounds, hers 
is rooted because of her back- 
ground and breeding. 

She is certainly held in very high 
esteem by the Blackshirts who have 
left the fold to run latter day groups 
like the League of St. George etc. 

Maybe she will excuse the photos 
of the Blackshirts Ladies of by gone 
days as being silly little things who 
just loved dressing up and waving 
their arms about in a Nazi salute. 

The fact that the Mosley’s home 
outside Paris is still a centre for 
gatherings of many strange Right 
wing characters from all over 
Europe may give some clue to what 
appears to be a sustained campaign 
to rehabilatate these Fascists. 


MUSSOLINIS ROMAN EMPIRE 
By Denis Mack Smith. Published by 
Longman. 322 pages. 


Professor Smith is one of the fore- 
most writers on modern Italy and 
this book clearly reflects his know- 
ledge of the Duce’s rise and fall. 
Written in a clear academic way it 
clears away much of the myth that 
has been built up around what some 
saw as the comic figure of the Nazis- 
Fascist Axis of the second world 
war. Its a very good book for any- 
body who wants to know in detail 
about the way the Italian Fascists 
acted internaly and especially in 
regard to their foreign policy.

We do not normally review novels 
about crime or criminals unless 
they have a strong documentary 
edge to them But this book about 
one of the all time favourites of 
thriller writers, is very well re- 
searched and writen. Chandler pro- 
duced books that exposed corrup- 
tion, often by bigoted policemen 
and crooked politicians and his 
books breath life into America of 
the war years and before. Chandler 
had a great fondness for this country 
and spent much time here. 

Many of his contemporary writers 
like Maughan, Auden and Priestley 
saw more in the man than he saw in 
himself as a great writer. If you have 
read any of the famous Marlowe 
books then this book will tell you 
much of how this now world famous 
character came into existence.
